Employees show clout 


School plans and 
sewer bonds voted 


The first three articles in the 
Town Meeting Monday told the 
story. The town employees were 
in command. 

Overwhelmingly, by voice vote, 
$132,000! was transferred under 
Article 1 for additional costs for 
health insurance; in Article 2 a $4 
thousand cost of living transfer 
was voted, and in Article 3 $24,900 
was voted for a cost of living in- 
crease for supervisors. 

One estimate was that the voice 
vote was four to one, or better, for 
the employees. There was a total 
of 397 voters present, which, if the 
estimate is correct meant that 
about 300 voters were town 
employees or family memhers. 

. _ There was little opposition. May 
Quandt spoke of those persons who 
are existing on old age pensions. 
Shirley Callan attempted to 
change the discussion, and have 
the pay of one person passed over, 
on a ‘“‘merit’’ basis. She did not 
make a motion, and no one 
attempted to second it. 


Chapter 744 

Money to conduct litigation in 
support.of the Selectmen was 
voted under Article 4. $20,000 was 
transferred, but not before there 
was discussion concerning the role 
of the Board of Appeals by Town 
Counsel Alan Altman. 

Vincent McLain, former Water 
Commissioner, raised the ques- 
tion, asking if there was money for 
the Board of Appeals to defend 
itself. 

Town Counsel Alan Altman told 
the Town Meeting that, in his con- 
sideration ‘this was a judgement 
situation" and that the Board of 
Appeals does not require counsel 
in such a case.

He cited three cases in the 
statute requirements, naming the 
Board of Appeals -as defendants 
but ‘‘in my opinion the Board of 
Appeals no longer has jurisdiction 
in this matter.” 

It is now up to the proponent, 
Candlewood Village, to prove the 
points that have been made, Alt- 
man said. The proponent has to 
prove ‘“‘every point” he told the 
Town Meeting. 

If necessary, Altman told the 
Town Meeting, money can be put 
aside for legal counsel for the 
Board of Appeals ‘‘the article is 
broad enough.” - ‘‘but today I don’t 
think that is necessary." 

The vote to transfer the money 
for purposes of litigation was 164 
to 107. 


Skating Club 

With practically no discussion 
Article 5 was voted, renewing the 
lease on the old South School for 
the Wilmington Skating Club. 
Selectman Banda said that there 
should be such a vote every five 
years. 

Public Safety Director 

There were some curious 
arguments, and the idea of amen- 
ding the Town Charter to provide 
for a public safety director was 
defeated. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris 
told the Town Meeting that neither 
the Police Chief nor the Fire Chief 
would lose their jobs, until they 
retired. This led, in one instance, 
to an expression of opinion that 
they were great men, an expres- 
sion that was quite roundly 
applauded. 

Mrs. McKie of the Finance Com- 
mittee questioned the need for an 
article amending Section 12A. 
This led to a dialogue between the 
lady and Mr. Altman which ended 
when Mr. Altman said he didn’t 
believe that 12A, the section under 
discussion ‘“‘was broad enough to 
reorganize (the town).” 

Fireman John Brown declared 
that this was asking ‘“‘one man to 
wear two hats - Fire Department 
and Police Department”’ - “how 
can you ask one man to overlook 
these two jobs?"’ There was heavy 
applause. 

Mrs. Quandt asked the pay ques- 
tion. She was told by the Town 
Manager that both the Police Chief 
and, the Fire Chief received $28 
thousand a year, - $56 thousand for 
the two men. He assured Mrs. 
Quandt that there would be no cut 
in pay for the two men. 

Mrs. Quandt observed that the 
Town Manager, the Engineer, and 
the Assessor were ‘‘not our 
townspeople.""

The Town of Meeting authorized 
a $7 million bond issue, and 
transferred the sum of $222,900 
from other accounts, from the ar- 
ticles voted in the Town Meeting, 
Monday night. The bond issue will 
eventually be part of the debt 
structure, if and when the money 
is used. The transfers of money, 
voted in other articles, means that 
no 1975 tax money will be used, and 
there is no change in the as yet un- 
declared 1975 tax rate. 

The $222,900 will represent $1 to 
$1.50 in the 1976 tax rate, however.
